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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Cuirently Amended) A method for organizing an i grouping metadata for display during 
operation of a program, the method comprising: 

during IJie operation of the program* receiving a si Section from a user of a category 
property set fiom a plurality of category property sets, wh srein each of the category property sets 
defines the data fields for a selected eateg^ g^ym of auc io or video content files; 

during the operation of the program, receiving a s* Section firom the user of a first display 
set that defines a first set of metadata; 

during the operation of the program, receiving insi ructions fi-om the user that at least a 
portion of the set of category property set fields are related to the first display set; 

during the operation of the program, receiving a selection fi^om the user of a second 
display set that defines a second set of metadata; 

during the operation of tlie program, receiving insi ructions firom a user that designate that 
at least a portion of the set of category property set fields ; ire related to die second display; and 

during the operation of the program, displaying at least a portion of the first or second 
display set fields. 

2. (Original) The method of Claim 1, ^vherein a prop ?rty set field may be related to more 
than one display set. 

3- (Original) The method of Claim U wherein a displ ay set may be related to more than one 
property set field. 

4. (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein selectiig a set of fields of metadata includes: 
creating new fields of metaclata; 

using existing fields of metadata; or 

creating new fields of metadata and xising existing fields of metadata, 

5, (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein selecti tg a property set includes: 
creating a new property set; or 

using an existing property set. 

6. (Original) The method of Claim 1 , wherein selecti:ig a first display set includes: 
creating a new display set; or 

using an existing display set. 

7, (Original) The method of Claim 1, wherein selectijig a second display set mcludes: 
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creating a new display set; or 
using an existing display set, 

8. (Original) The method of Claim 1, further comprijing storing at least one of the set of 
fields of metadata, the properly set. the set of property set fields, the fiist display set, the set of 
first display set fields, the second display grouping, or the set of second display set fields in a 
database. 

9. (Currentiy Amended) A method for organizing metadata during the operation of a 
program, the method comprising: 

in response to a user request, creating a category p roperty set, wherein each of the 
category property sets defines the data fields for a selectee, eatefi ^genre of audio or video 
content files; 

selecting a set of metadata fields related to the cal<:goiy property set; 
creating a set of display groupings; and 

grouping the selected set of metadata fields into at least one of the display groupings to 
form metadata field groupings. 

10. (Original) The method ofClaim 9, fijTther comprising storing the property set, the set of 
display groi^ings, and the metadata field groupings in a ditabase. 

1 1 . (Cunrently Amended) A method for dynamically d .splaying a set of metadata field data 
having specific display relationships on a plurality of pktlbrms and during the operation of a 
program, the method comprising: 

identifying a category property set having a set nf tiata n^^JA s associated with a genre of 
audio or video content files, wherein the category propertj sets is associated with a set of display 
groupings and a set of metadata fields wherehi the metada:a fields are related to at least one of 
die display groupings; 

dynamicaUy generating a display structure comprifing display grouping structures that are 
based at least in part upon the set of display groupings; 

dynamically populating the display groupings with metadata field structures; 
dynamically populating the metadata field structure with the related metadata field data; 

and 

displaying the display structure. 
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12. (Original) The method of Claiin 11, whcsremrecei^rijag a set of metadata field data 
includes: 

sending a request for metadata field data to a metadata database; and 

receiving a set of metadata field data fix>m the metadata database related to the request. 

13. (Currently Amended) A method for allowing a useo- to edit metadata using a graphical 
user interface display on a pluraUty of platforms during fb e operation of a program, the method 
comprising: 

querying a metadata database for a set of metadata dat a associated witfi nna or more audio 
or video content files : 

dynamically displaying the set of metadata data in a display Avindow in a graphical user 
interface wherein the set of metadata data is organized intD category sets and display window 
groups; 

receiving a request fi^m a user to alter the type of the displayed metadata data; 
processing the request to alter the displayed metad ata data; and 
updating the display of the metadata data in the dit play window, 

14. (Original) The method of Claim 13, wherein procc ssing the request to alter the displayed 
metadata data includes updating the corresponding metad; ita data in the metadata database, 

15. (Original) The method of Claim 13, wherein proce ssing the request to alter the displayed 
metadata data includes logging the request in a metadata catabase update log. 

16. (Original) The method of Claim 13, wherein processing the request to alter the displayed 
metadata data includes processing the request to alter rela ed metadata data that is not displayed. 

1 7. (Currently Amended) A metadata editor system fo r organizing, displaying, and allowing 
access to metadata firom a metadata database on a pluralit:^ of platforms, the metadata editor 
system comprising: 

a metadata organization database configured to store category and property information 
about metadata relating to one or more audio or video contmt files : and 

a graphical user interface display module configunjd to display subsets of tlie metadata 
wherein the subsets of metadata are organized by display iproups, and wherein the types of fields 
in the display groups are configiuable by a user. 

1 8 . (Original) The metadata editor system of Claim 1 7 , wherein the metadata editor system 
further comprises: 
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a metadata update module configured to receive u >dates to the metadata from a user, send 
the updates to the metadata database, and send the updates to the graphical user interface display 
module. 

1 9. (Currently Amended) A metadata editor system fo r organizing, displaying, and allowing 
access to metadata from a metadata database on a pluraUt^ of platforai, the metadata editor 
system comprising: 

means for storing metadata organization data whei ein the metadata organization data 
includes groupings that define subsets of metadata as wel: as display sets , each subset of 
m_etadata a ssociated with one or more genres of audio or video files: and 

means for displaying subsets of metadata wherein the subsets of metadata are organized 
by display sets, and wherein the types of fields in the disp lay groups are configuxable by a user, 

20. (Previously Presented) The metadata editor systen . of Claim 17, additionally comprising a 
display for displaying the metadata. 

21. (Previously Presented) The metadata editor systen. of Claim 17, additionally comprising a 
mouise for selecting the metadata, 

22. (Previously Presented) The metadata editor systen . of Claim 19, additionally comprising a 
display for displaying the metadata, 

23. (Previously Presented) The metadata editor systen . of Claim 19, additionally comprising a 
mouse for selecting the metadata. 

24. (Currently Amended) A melhod of customizing th i display of metadata for content files, 
the method comprising: 

identifying a category that classifies at least one gc nre of audio or video c ontent file, 
wherein the category is associated with a pluraUty of type; i of metadata fields, and wherein each 
of ttie types of metadata data fields has associated metada a; 

providing an interface for allowing a user to modiJ y the metadata and the types of 
metadata fields that are associated with the category; and 

m response to user selection, displaying the metad ita that is associated with the identified 
category, 

25. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 2724, wherein the category identifies a genre 
of music. 
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26. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 3724. additionaUy comprising, in response to 
request from the user, adding a new type of metadata field. 

27. (Cuireatly Amended) A method for organizing an 1 grouping metadata for display, the 
method comprising: 

selecting, via at least one gr^hical interface, a cat egory property set from a pluraUty of 
category property sets, wherein each of th e category prop t xty sete defines data fields for a 
selected genre of audio or video content files : 

designating, via at least one gr^hical interface, at least a portion of the set of fields of 
metadata as related to the category property set to create a set of property set fields; 

selecting, via at least one graphical interface, a fint display set; 

designating, via at least one graphical interface, a : least a portion of the set of category 
property set fields as related to the first display set to crea:e a set of first display set fields; 

selecting, via at least one graphical interface, a se ^ond display set; 

designating, via at least one graphical interfece, at least a portion of the set of category 
property set fields as related to the second display set to c-eate a set of second display set fields; 
and 

in response to selecting the category property set, .fisplaying at least aportion of the first 
and second display set fields. 

28. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 27, v^herein a property set field is related to 
more than one display set. 

29. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 27, v^herein a display set is related to more 
than one property set field. 

30. (Currently Amended) A method of modifying the display groups of metadata, the method 
comprising: 

providing a graphical user interface for allowing x user to create a l>pe of data field to a 
display group that identifies metadata that is to be displayed with respect to a plurality of genres 
of media files; 

providing a graphical user interface for allowing a user to provide data for the added data 
type; and 

displaying the display group having the added type of data field and the provided data for 
the added data type. 
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31. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 30, therein the added data field identi^^ a 
track name. 

32. (Previously Presented) The method of Qaim 30, ^ ^herein the added data field describes a 
characteristic of an item of music, 

33. (Previously Presented) The method of Qaim 30, v rherein graphical user interface allows 
the user to remove a data field from the display group. 

34. (Cuiraitly Amended) A program storage device storing instructions that -when executed 
peifoims the method comprising: 

providing a graphical user interface'for allowing .i user to create a type of data field to a 
display group that identifies metadata that is to be displa:^d with respect to a plurality of genres 
of media files; 

providmg a graphical user mtrafece for allowing a user to provide data for the added data 
type; and 

displaying the display group having the added typo of data field and the provided data for 
the added data type. 

35. (Previously Presented) The program storage devic. s of Claim 34, wherein the added data 
field identifies a track name. 

36. (Previously Presented) The program storage devici i of Claim 34, wherein the added data 
field describes a characteristic of an item of music. 

37. (Previously Presented) The program storage devi* le of Claim 34, wherein graphical user 
interface aUows the user to remove a data field from tiie d splay group. 
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
